In it she said: 

Give 
me all details.

tectives watching me and going to

me.

W’ord by 
this 
party.” 
The note was signed with her mid­ 
dle initial. 
Kepner replied: 
*‘Thev are trying to prove that I 
killed Mrs. K. Some things I had to 
own about 
you and I, as they had 
the proof that I had been 
out with 
you and that I gave you a few pres­ 
ents, as hose, underwear, and a wrist 
w’atch. 
If you 
are 
questioned, do 
not deny this, as it had better be as 
it is. 
“ I have two attorneys keeping me 
straight. You know, too, that 
noth­ 
ing immoral has ever been between 
us. 
Try not 
worry, as 
they have 
not got anything on you. 
It’s hell 
they are giving me. Also they know' 
that I w’as in Baltimore with you.” 
Kepner did not sign his name.

was upon 
her arm when she came into court.

her name was called

Are Your Cows Paying You? 


By R. E. UNDERWOOD, County Farm Agent 


Do the cows in this county produce as much as they should to make their own business really 
profitable? If the cows in this county are about the same as the cows in this State their average 
production in a year is approximately 3990 pounds, compared to an average production in the 
United States of 3627 pounds a year. 


I believe one of the biggest problems confronting the farmers of Adams County today, is 
economical production. 
With prices the way they are I am convinced that it is the only way in 
which dairymen can make a profit. Dairy experts of the U. S. Department of Agriculture have 
figured that a cow ought to give about £600 pounds of milk yearly to show a good profit above 
the cost of feed and labor. As the production of a cow is doubled, profits increase three times. 
As production is trebled profits increase six times. Pure bred bulls with the ordinary grade and 
native cows will do a lot toward increasing your yield of milk. 
From actual figures the milk 
increase for the actual production of the daughters of a scrub by a pure bred Holstein bull was 
83 per cent; the fat increase 58 per cent. The milk increase of 
tl>? granddaughters was 180 per 
cent with a fat increase of 128 per cent. 


A good way for farmers who are interested in this problem, and others as well, to study meth­ 
ods in increasing production is by attending the National Dairy Exposition on the fair grounds at 
Syracuse, N. Y„ October 5th to* 13th. A trip to this show will more than repay the cost as it is 
recognized as the finest show of its kind in the country and pays unusual attention to arranging 
exhibits which show the practical farmer many useful methods he can employ on his I arm. 
The main reason for our interests, however, is that the show has repeatedly shown ts importance 
in giving a new’ impetus to the dairy industry both by bringing out the importance of milk as a 
food and by giving dairy farmers an opportunity for learning the latest and best methods for 
economical production. It will be a dollars and cents proposition for our dairymen. 
The great markets of the east, the great markets of Adams County dairy farmers, spend 
from 50 million to 75 million every year in Wisconsin and Minnesota, in the first for cheese and 
in the second for butter. There is no reason why farmers should not control these markets with­ 
out injuring the dairy business in any of the western states which now holds most ot the trade. 
The great National Dairy Exposition will be truly representative of the great eastern 
dairy 
industry. I wish to solicit the support of 
all dairy 
farmers 
in Adams County in helping by their 
presence at the Exposition to make the Exposition one that will bring to the attention ot the en­ 
tire country the importance and value of dairying.

tours to this great show on October 5th and 13th.Everyone interested in better dairying is going 
to the National Dairy Exposition with the slogan that prosperity follows the dairy cow’.

convinced that the dairy show can bring a message of greater dairy prosperity to this 
county

Mr. Koch says so far as he has 
been able to learn the hook is the 
only one in existence in Adams county 
today.

County Shows Growth 
r Adams 
county 
and 
most of 
its 
towns, in fact almost without excep­ 
tion, have gained in number of in­ 
habitants, according to figures of vital 
s t a t i c s appearing in this re m a rk ­ 
able old volume. 
The county itself in 
1870 had 
a 
population of 30,315, now swelled to 
between 38,000 and 
40,000 
persons. 
Gettysburg, then as 
now, was 
the 
largest town, with a population of 3 - 
074, as compared with between 4,750 
and 5,000 persons today. 
The second 
largest town fifty years ago was L it­ 
tlestown, which still maintains this 
position. 
Franklin 
township led the other 
townships in the county in population 


h half century ago, with a total of 
2,176.

Five decades ago Biglerville, then 
known as Middletown, had not yet felt 
the influence of the fruit Industry of 
upper Adams county, and was very 
much a dorm ant community. 


Railroad extended 
One of the greatest improvements 
seem in the county has been the ex­ 
tension of the G ettysburg and H an­ 
over railroad from this place, over the 
South Mountains and 
into 
H agers­ 
town. 
Fifty years ago this transpor­ 
tation line was still in an unfin ished 
condition, although trains were being 
run from G ettysburg to Hanover and 
points east. 
The comnlexion of the map of G et­ 
tysburg in ihe half hundred years 
th a t have slipped by presents an in­ 
teresting study. The man of the town 
shows the old horse-drawn line which 
ran out what is now' know'n as Springs 
avenue 
to 
the 
one-time 
famous 
Springs Hotel, lust west of this place, 
and which has since burned to the 
ground. 
The Springs were a favorite w ater­ 
ing place in those days and the ball­ 
room of the hotel there was the scene 
of many an elaborate and note-worthy 
social function. 


Sprin gs Avenue Bare 
At two or three blocks from Center 
Square, the runnier of houses dw in­ 
dled into nothingness.

not show a single home on Springs 
avenue 
from

Cham bersburg street to the point it 
crosses Seminary Ridge, where the 
dwelling of the Rev. J. 
A. 
Browm 
stood. 
On the man is delineated the old 
fair grounds on W est High street, 
which have king since passed into the 
“great beyond,” with its race track 
and music stand. 
Wfien the map was drawn there 
were only thirty-seven states in the 
Union.

Arizona, Colorado, 
Dakota, District of Columbia, Idaho, 
Montana, New Mexico, Utah, W ash­ 
ington and Wyoming* The total popu­ 
lation of the United States was 38, 
555)083, the State of Pennsylvania 
alone contributing 3,521,791 persons 
to this total.

The people of the United States pay 
more than a million dollars a week for 
th err chewing gum. 
And the “ habit” 
is apparently a growing one, for the 
value turned out by the factories of 
the United States in the latest census 
year. 1921, is more than double that 
of the pre-w'ar year, 1914, the first 
year in which the government digni­ 
fied the industry by official statem ents 
of the amount turned out by the fac­ 
tories of the country. 
And. if that same nroportion is 
carried out here, it indicates that Get­ 
tysburg residents spend about $50 a 
week for that confection 
which 
is 
“parked on the bednost every night.” 
This assertion that the people of 
the United States now' pay more than 
a million dollars a week for their 
chewing gum is based upon statements 
of the factory outturn of this particu­ 
lar industry compiled bv the Trade 
Record of Tho National City Bank of 
New York. 
It show'? that the value 
at the factory of the chewing gum 
produced in the United States in 1921, 
the latest, census year, wa* 38*2 mil­ 
lion dollars, to which may he added 
about 2 li million dollars as a by-prod­ 
uct of certain other factories, m ak­ 
ing the factory value of the toftol out­ 
turn in 1921 about 41 million dollars, 
w'hile of course the additional sums 
paid by the final purchaser would 
bring the total sum paid by the con­ 
sumers considerably above an average 
of one million dollars a week. 
Export* on Increase 
It seems that the “habit” has proved 
contagious as relates to other coun­ 
tries, for our exports of chewing gum 
show' as large a percentage of in­ 
crease as do those of factory produc­ 
tion. 
W hether it w'as the example set 
by the American soldiers w'ho found 
it a convenient companion in their 
long marches, it is at least a fact that 
(he world demand began shortly after 
the opening of the w'ar and grew very 
rapidly, rinee official statistics of ex­ 
ports. which only began with the year 
1916. show an advance from less than 
I million dollars in 1916 to 2 ^ mil­ 


lions in 1920, w'hile the value of the 
exports in 1923, though materially less 
than in 1920, is 40 per cent greater 
than in 1922. 
Where does it go— these millions of 
dollars w'orth of this product now be­ 
ing sent out of the country? To prac­ 
tically every country of the world. 
Figures prepared for the Trade Rec­ 
ord show' that the exports of chewing 
gum in 1920 w'cnt. to no less than 75 
countries and colonies scattered the 
world over. To dignified England the 
total exports of 1920 were approxi­ 
mately a million dollars, measured at 
the wholesale price at the port from 
which exported, and in 1918 the ex­ 
ports to Great Britain were $1,120,000. 
France took in 1920 $383,000 worth, 
and other European countries in pro­ 
portionate quantities, though to Ger­ 
many the exports w'ere comparatively 
small, only $260 worth. 
That it is 
popular on the other side of the globe 
is evidenced by the fact that our total 
exports to Asia and Ocearia amounted 
to nearly a half million dollars in 
value, including $288,000 worth to the 
Philippines, $75,000 to Japan, $42,- 
000 to Australia, and $14,000 to India. 
South America also 
developed 
the 
habit and the total to that continent in 
1920 was $275,000, while the sales in 
Africa were also large, the total to 
Egypt alone being nearly $100,000. 
That the habit has come to stay 
seems to he an accepted view by that 
very high authority—capital, for noth­ 
ing is so wary as capital in forecastnig 


I the future demand of a m anufactur­ 
ing industry. 
And when we find, says 
the Trade Record, th at the amount of 
capital invested in the chewing gnim 
industry as stated bv the census re ­ 
ports wras in 1919 $23,000,000 against 
only $10,000,000 in 1914, it would ap ­ 
pear that those studying the m anufac­ 
turing industries from the standpoint 
I of the investor have confidence in the 
future world demand for this article 
of w'h;ch the United 
States 
is ap ­ 
parently the chief producer, since of­ 
ficial records of the government fail 
to show any importations of this class 
of merchandise.

A rc aay Adam* county horses worth 
as little as 25 cents? 
The question 
was raised in the minds of m any per­ 
sons here when a short time ago an 
animal w’as sold at an auction sale 
near Dover in the neighboring Yrork 
county for only 25 cents. 
There was only one bidder. 
T hus is the passing of the horse 
to make way for the automobile and 
tractor, the method 
of 
travel 
and 
hauling of today, reflected in the news 
of the day. 
The crowxl of burga in-seekera at 
the sale laughed long and loudly when 
the 'scraggly old animal was “ put 
up” on the block and the auctioneer, 
Deputy Sheriff Each S. Sheaffer, of 
York, called for bids. No one seemed 
to want the forlorn looking creature. 
Then a lone bidder stepped for- 
ward, offered a mere quarter, listened 
to the auctioneer try to coax a higher 
figure from hts auditors, and finally 
walked off with the horse trotting he­ 
ir nd him when no higher bids were 
forthcoming. 
This record equals that made at a 
sa le some time ago w'hen a horse was 
so ld by its owner to a neighbor in ex- 
change for a p ou n d o f butter. 
B utter I 
at that time was selling at 25 cents 
a pound. 


Inquiries that range from the m ak­ 
ing of good coffee (which is more dif­ 
ficult than it appears) to the furnish­ 
ing of a five-room house 
on 
$100 
(which is not an impossibility) and 
touching in between on such m atters 
as the pickling of green walnuts and 
the planning of games 
for 
parties 
are all in the day’s work for Miss 
Edith P. Chace, head of the home 
economics departm ent of the Pennsyl­ 
vania State college, and members of 
her teaching staff. 
There is hardly a day that passes 
without a letter asking for some hit of 
information or help, says Miss Chace. 
Although the m ajority of the inquiries 
come from women, some of the most 
interesting communication? are from 
men W’ho are “baching it” either tem ­ 
porarily or permanently. 
Those in­ 
quiries are almost entirely on such 
practical questions as the making of 
good coffee, buckwheat cakes, raisin 
pie, and the like. 
A recent letter from 
a man in Florida expressed a desire 
to learn cooking by correspondence, 
which, according to Miss Chace, is 
about as feasible ajs learning by mail 
to drive an automobile. 
The planning of family budgets and 
menus is one of the most frequent bits 
of service requested, and even insti­ 
tutions write to the departm ent for 
advice on the planning of menus. One 
of the latest puzzlers for the depart­ 
ment specialists to figure out is a re­ 
quest for nwnus for a month for folks 
between the ages of HO and HO years. 
A previous request was for meals at a 
private boys school where the oldest 
w’as 21 years, so that the range in 
menus is extensive. 
M anufacturers 
and restaurant proprietors are also 
among those who seek the aid of the 
department 
in 
solving 
their 
home 
economics problems. 


The wild black cherry tree, one u s ­ 
ually overlooked in 
compilation of 
data concerning Pennsylvania’s forest 
resources, in the subject of a bulletin 
issued by J. M. Morton of the State 
Department of Forests and W aters. 
Although once very 
prevalent 
in 
the virgin forests 
of 
the 
northern 
counties and still found in every coun­ 
ty of the state only a few of the older 
trees are yet in existence. 
The aver­ 
age diam eter of the present trees is 
about two feet but the bulletin points 
out that in the virgin forests they 
frequently attained a height of IOO 
feet with a diameter of four to five 
feet. 
In 
the second growth 
hardwood 
forests of northern Pennsylvania the 
tree still comprises three to fifteen 
per cent of the forest stands. 
It is 
rarely found in abundance but mix­ 
ed with other hroad-leaf trees with 
occasionally a grove of ten to tw'entv 
trees within a small area. 
Near Hull, 
Potter county, the cherry and white 
ash 
are frequently 
found growing 
naturally in mixture with the other 
northern hardwood trees. In this vi­ 
cinity one stand about 26 years old 
i* made up of 39 per cent white ash 
and 13 per cent wild black cherry. 
The remainder of the stand consists 
of nvaple, beech and birch. 
The w'ide prevalence of the tree is 
I traced to distribution of its seeds by 
birds. 
A large variety of birds feast 
ion the ripe fruit and the seeds are 
frequently carried for many miles.
